Yellow fever at San Pedro and Choloma. 

July 17, 1905. 
The situation from July 1 to July 17, 20 cases, 4 deaths. A tele- 
gram from the consular agent at San Pedro states 200 cases of fever 
in the city, with 6 deaths yesterday (July 15) and 9 the day before 
(July 14). I was informed this morning that yellow fever had been 
declared in Choloma. This is a small town 15 miles from here on line 
of railroad between here and San Pedro, which has maintained a strict 
quarantine against both San Pedro and Puerto Cortez.

Report from Calcutta — Cholera and plague mortality. 

Acting Assistant Surgeon Eakins reports, June 22, as follows: 

During the week ended June 17, 1905, there were no transactions at 
this port.
